I — Aftei the 
reading of the journal the House pro* 
ceeded to vote upon the passage of the 
hill for the classification of worsted 
cloths as woolen cloths. 
The bill was 
passed—yeas, IHS; nays, 0—the Speaker 
counting a quorum. The text of the bill 
is as follows : 
“That the Secretary of 
the Treasury be, and he hereby Is, 
authorized and directed to classify as 
■woolen cloths all imports of worsted 
cloth, whether known under the name 
of worsted cloth or under the names of 
worsted, or diagonals, or ohexwise.” 
The House also passed the Morrill ser* 
vice pension bill by a vote of 179 yeas to 
70 nays. The bill authorizes the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to place on the pen­ 
sion roll the name of any officer or en­ 
listed man of 60 years of age or over, or 
who shall hereafter reach that age, who 
served ninety days or more in the army, 
navy, or marine corps of the United 
States during the war of the rebellion 
and shall have received an honorable 
discharge 
therefrom; the pension to 
commence from the date of the applica­ 
tion therefor, and to continue during 
the term of life of such officer or enlist­ 
ed man, at the rate of $8 a month. 
All persons whoSftrved ninety days or 
more in the military or naval service of 
the United States during the late war 
of the rebellion, and who have been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and 
who are now or may hereafter be suffer­ 
ing from mental or physical disability ' 
equivalent to the grade now established 
la the pension office for the rating of $8 
per month, upon due proof of the fact, 
according to such 
rules and regula­ 
tions as the Secretary of the Interior 
may provide, shall be placed upon the 
list of invalid pensioners of the United 
States at $8 per month. 
It also pro­ 
vides for a pension to the widow of any 
soldier when she shall arive at the age 
of 60 years, or when she shall be with­ 
out other means of support than her 
daily labor. 
The Senate. 
W ashington, 
May I.—Mr. Dolph, 
from the Committee on Foreign relations, 
reported a concurrent resolution request­ 
ing the President to negotiate with the 
governments 
of 
Great Britian and 
Mexico, with a view of securing treaty 
stipulations for the prevention of the 
entry into the United States of Chinese 
from Canada and Mexico, and he asked 
for its immediate consideration.

The concurrent resolution went over 
and the Senate resumed consideration of 
th* customs administrative bill. 


Philadelphia I i lik e ly to Have Oae of 
the Finest Porte In the World. 
P h il a d e l ph ia, Pa., 
May 
I .—The 
action of the finance committee of the 
councils in setting aside 8230,000 from a 
loan for permanent improvements to 
the removal of Delaware Islands prac­ 
tically completes the first Important 
step toward making the port of Phila­ 
delphia one of the greatest harbors iu 
the world. There is little doubt that 
the councils will affirm what the finance 
committee has done. 
The commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
has appropriated 8200,000 and the United 
States government $500,OOO. 
Of this 
amount 8300,000 is’to be exponded in the 
purchase of property and the remainder 
in the removal of islands when pur­ 
chased. The city's appropriation of 8230,- 
000 will make up the needed total of 
8730,000. 
New Jersey gave nothing. 
It is proposed to entirely eradicate 
from the river Smith’s and Wind- 
Mill islands as well as the shoals 
abovo Smith's island and below Wind- 
MIU 
island, 
and 
the eastern sec­ 
tion of Petty’s Island. This will give a 
clear channel capable of accomodating 
ships of tho greatest draft, 2,100 feet 
wide at the head of Petty’s island 
Op­ 
posite Port Richmond it will vary be­ 
tween 2,«)0*» and 1,700 feet, and the 
mean width down to a point just above 
Greenwich will be 2,000 feet. 
The 
actual work of digging the islands out 
and carting them away could easily be­ 
gin within sixty days after the councils 
endorsed the action of the finance com­ 
mittee. 
The location of the new harbor lines 
will not consume much time. 
Surveys 
have already been made for changes in 
the exist ing harbor lines. 
The docks on 
the Philadelphia side will be built out 
between 500 and OOO feet beyond the 
present line. On the Camden side the 
wharves will be brought out to within 
2,000 feet of the western shore. 
The lowest estimates made by the en­ 
gineers show the islands can not be re­ 
moved, the channel deepened, and the 
wharf lines fixed for less than $6,500,0'K). 
If Congress continues to appropriate 
$500,000 a year the enterprise will be 
completed in seven years. 
It is a stu­ 
pendous undertaking. There are to be 
removed 17,000,000 cubic yards of earth.

BUIS Recommended by 
Senator Vest'* 
Committee. 
W a sh in g to n , May I.—The dressed 
beef committee, of which Senator Vest 
la c h a ir m a n , 
m a d e its report to-day. 
It discusses the history of the cattle In­ 
terest of the United States and Its 
present condition. 
The committee sup­ 
plements the report by recommending a 
joint resolution asking the President to 
enter into negotiations with the author! 
ties of Great Britalu In order that 
American beef may enter quarantine in­ 
stead of being slaughtered before enter- 
lug that country. 
The second joint resolution recom 
mends a bill reported requiring all 
United States steamships, loaded with 
cattle In American ports, to receive 
cattle from shippers as they are offered, 
and Is intended to prevent a monopoly, 
as is now the case. 
It compels them to 
observe the same obligations in the 
m atter as all common carriers, and does 
oat give them a clearance until they do 
comply with the provisions of this law. 
The next bill offered by the committee 
Is aimed at the discrimination now 
made by railroad 
companies against 
palace cattle cars. 
This bill requires 
the railroads to make no difference as to 
mileage. 
A bill will also be offered which will 
require a national inspection of export 
cattle and that no clearances be issued 
to any vessel loaded with cattle for 
which shippers do not have a certificate 
from officers appointed by the Agricul­ 
tural Department. 
Chicago beef for ex­ 
port is to be inspected by officers of the 
Agricultural Department 
SenatorVest 
•ays the dressed beef men consider the 
bill a fair one, as do also the committee. 


o f lie Editor! for Allayed 
Criminal Libel. 
N ew Y ork, May I.—The grand jury 
has found indictments against Joseph 
Pulitzer, John 
A. 
Cockerill, Julius 
Chambers, and James F. Graham, of the 
New York World, for criminal libel of 
ex-Judge Hilton. The following letter 
was received by District Attorney Fel­ 
lows from ex-Judge Hilton the 23d ult.: 
‘I beg to call your attention to a 
series of libelous articles upon the late 
Alexander T. 
Stewart 
and 
myself 
which appeared In the New York World 
of the 14th to the 19th inst. 
Had these 
articles been confined to libeling me I 
should have treated them with con- 
tempuous silence, but when they malign 
the memory of my dear friend and bene­ 
factor, whose name was a synonym for 
high character, perfect integrity, and 
unquestioned personal purity, as well 
as matchless sagacity and business suc­ 
cess; when he is beld up as the author 
of 'a dark and secret crime.’ as a man 
who ‘invited guest to meet his mistresses 
at his table,’ as ‘pirate of the dry-goods 
ocean,’ and I know that such infamous 
libels are not only false but absolutely 
without the slightest foundation in fact, 
I owe it to his memory that such shame­ 
less and 
wanton 
traducers—besides 
whom the robbers of his grave were 
gentlemen of refinement and character 
—should be brought to answer for their 
Infamous crime at the bar of public 
justice. 
“ It is with that purpose in view that 
I write tis letter and send these papers, 
that you may exhibit these libels to the 
grand jury for such action as they may 
deem proper. 
I have the honor to be re­ 
spectfully yours, 
“ H enry H ilton.” 
Delaney Nicoll,counsel for the World, 
informed Messrs. Graham and Chambers 
of the finding of the grand jury.and both 
went to the district attorney's office and 
furnished the required bail, 81,000 each.

The scaffold broke in the center and 
the men fell to tho ground in a heap and 
were almost completely burled in the 
debris, 
The falling brick caused many 
of the injuries. 
Every one at work on 
the building was soon engaged iu taking 
the injured men from under the piles of 
refuse, and Dr. W. H. Parsons was sent 
for. 
The police department was also 
notified, aud the patrol wagons removed 
the men, some to their homes and others 
to the hospital.

TWO KILLED AND ONE INJURED. 


Horrible Accidents on RgUroad Grade 
Crossing*. 


Chicago, May I.—-About 3 o'clock yes­ 
terday afternoon as an unknown man 
was crossing the tracks of the Michigan 
Central railroad at Thirty-sixth street, 
he was struck by an incoming freight 
train. 
He was dragged along toe track 
for a distance of fifty feet and fright­ 
fully mangled. 
He was removed to the 
Michael Reese hospital, where he died 
shortly after being admitted. The man 
was about 35 years of age, 3 feet 8 Inches 
tall, and wore a sandy mustache.

Prohibition Goos Into Effect In the New 
State o f South Dakota. 
St. P au l, Minn., May I.—Dispatches 
from nearly every county seat in South 
Dakota are to the effect that, in com­ 
pliance with the prohibitory law, which 
went into effect at midnight, all saloons 
In the new State wore closed promptly 
by their 
proprietors 
at IO o’clock 
last night, and no attempt has been 
made to violate the measure. 
The 
ruling of tho United 
States 
Supreme court on the “original pack­ 
age” question, holding that liquor is not 
liable to seizure while in transit through 
a prohibition State or to any point 
therein, is of peculiar significance to 
South Dakotans. 
The State law pro­ 
vides that citizens may keep a reason­ 
able quantity of liquor in tholr resi­ 
dences for family use. 
This means that prohibition will not 
prohibit In South Dakota. 
Breweries, 
saloons, and wholesale liquor-hotises aro 
legislated out of existence, but there is 
nothing to prevent any one from pur­ 
chasing liquor throughout the State and 
drinking it in their homes. 
Enforce­ 
ment leagues have been organized all 
over the State and violations of the law 
will be prosecuted. 


LEFT PRISON WITH A FORTUNE. 


A Joliet Convict Who Is Heir to an Estate 


of 6500,000. 


J o lie t , 111., May I.—Tho wealthiest 
convict who ever wore prison stripes at 
Joliet, was discharged last evening and 
left at once for New York to sail for 
Switzerland. 
He carried a roll of bills 
amounting to SI,OGO after giving away 
several hundred dollars to convict asso- 
dates.. 
Ile has recently fallen heir to 
over 8500,000 in one of the principal 
cantons In Switzerland. 
He is hand­ 
some and cultured, 25 years of age, and 
Is highly connected in his native land. 
There is much mystery surrounding his 
record, and all that could be learned 
from the officials was that ho was sent 
up from Rock Island for one year for 
forgery.

and although his own state should be 
the only one that had not enacted simi­ 
lar laws. 
It would mean from the opinion of a 
majority of the court, that liquor may be 
shipped into a prohibition state and sold 
by the impoiter in the original packages 
without being liable to arrest by the 
state laws. 
The attorney general of 
Kansas, a lawyer of considerable ability 
and prominence, says of the decision, “I 
am surprised and disappointed at the 
decision. It simply repudiates, as I in­ 
terpret it, the decision of the United 
States supreme court made forty years 
ago, and which has been the law during 
that period. The court then held that a 
New Hampshire party coaid not ship into 
Vermont, ocutrary to the prohibitory 
law rn force in the latter state, a barrel of 
gin, bearing the government revenue 
stamp and sill the tame in the original 
barrel in violation of the laws of Ver­ 
mont. It is as serious and possibly 
dingerous a decision as the famous Dred 
Weott decision of pro-alavery days.” 
The decision to the Kansas people is 
all tho more surprising for the reason, to 
use the language of the attorney general. 
‘I fear that it is a serious, if not a fats1 
blow to prohibition. Oar law has never 
attempted to prohibit the importation of 
liquors ioto this state; for the framers of 
the law well know that that oonld not be 
done under the statutes of the United 
States regulating the traffic of oommon 
ctrriers between the states. 
We hay* 
coly sought to prevent the sale of aooh 
J qaore. This decision says in substance 
that we can not prevent the aals of Bach 
liquors as long as they remain in the un­ 
broken original package.'* 
There does not seem to be a way on! of 
this difficulty except by a law (f con­ 
gress which shad provide that ‘'inter­ 
state shipments of liquor shall be sub­ 
ject to the same restrictions as stale ship­ 
ments. That would allow each state to

LET TDK BILL PA&S. 
It is said that the republicans in oon- 
grses wi I push the tariff discussion as 
rapidly as possible, bring the bill to a 
vote as early ss practicable, and try to 
adjourn congress by the middle|of July. 
If this oan be done, the republicans will 
do something for whioh they will be 
commended by the country. 
There are some plain reasons why the 
tariff bill should pass. First, a revision 
of the tai iff schedule is necessary; and 
second, there does not seem to be the 
least prospect that a more perfect bill 
oau be agreed upon. 
The time never 
will come when all republicans will be 
in perfect harmony on a tariff measure. 
The conilict of interests will always 
make 
a division 
of sentiment on 
the 
tariff 
issue, 
aud 
there 
is 
no wonder about this. Men oaa never 
thmk alike when their business in­ 
terests clash, so that there is nothing to 
be gained by making further delay or 
trying to suit every section of the coun­ 
try on tariff legislation. What is advanta­ 
geous to one individual may beoppoeed 
to the success of another; so the only 
thing for the republicans to do is to 
frame the bill that will injure the least 
and rn the general average will do the 
most service to trade and commerce. 
This is the * only thing that oan be 
done, and the sooner the bill beoomes a 
law the better it will be for the businee" 
of the country. It cannot be expected 
that the demonists will support the bill, 
or any other bill the republicans oan 
frame. They will oppose any tariff re­ 
vision, however just and liberal, the re­ 
publicans may agree upon, so that noth­ 
ing oan be gained oy long arguments or 
attempting to compromise. The Mc­ 
Kinley bill may have its faults, and 
doubtless it has, but in view lof the con­ 
flict of republican sentiment on the tariff 
question, it is as fair a compromise 
measure as can be secured.

P aris, May I.—The government is 
acting with vigor against the anarchists 
and all others who Intend inciting dis­ 
turbances. 
The troops in Paris have 
received orders to load their rifles with 
ball cartridges, and the authorities have 
taken tho pains to have the populace in­ 
formed of that fact. 
Louise Michel is again a prisoner, 
having been arrested in Lyons for tak­ 
ing part In the recent anarchist meet­ 
ings here. 
The police last night arrested throe 
Italians who had been prominent in re­ 
cent anarchist movements. 
When the 
police approached them the anarchists 
drew knives, whereupon the police drew 
their swords. 
A scuffle ensued, but tho 
anarchists wore overpowered and locked 
up. 
One of the anarchists arrested 
Tuesday had in his possession a mani­ 
festo siiowing that he and his friends 
intended to devote themselves to sack­ 
ing banks and shops in the riot which 
they had planned for to-day. 
The force of watchmen at the banks 
has been doubled, and a strong detach­ 
ment of police are guarding the Labor 
Exchange.

HERMITAGE CREVASSE BREAKS. 


The Hopeful Situation In tho South Dis­ 
appears Before a New Disaster. 


N e w O r l e a n s , La., May I.—An ugly 
break in the levee at Hermitage, on the 
parish line of Pointe Coupee and West 
Baton Rouge, defeats the hopes which 
have latterly been entertained ol closing 
the Lobdell break and saving the six 
parishes lying below and which will be 
flooded by It. 
The success met with in closing the 
Live Oak and Martinez crevasses cre­ 
ated the hope that the Lobdell crevasse 
could also be closed. 
A large sum of 
money wa9 raised by subscription for 
this purpose, a largo force of hands and 
several boats were secured, and work 
was begun in earnest, with Capt. King­ 
man, United States engineer, in com­ 
mand. 
The chances of success seemed favor­ 
able when the levee broke at Hermitage, 
eighteen miles above. This rendered all 
work upon the Lobdell levee superfluous 
and of no value, 
Even lf it is built it 
will not be of the slightest value, for 
every acre of ground protected by It will 
be flooded by the Hermitage crevasse. 
It will be simply closing one door and 
opening another. The Hermitage break 
Is, therefore, a serious disaster. Escape 
from crevasses for several days had re­ 
stored the courage and tho hopes of the 
people, and they had gone to work to 
rebuild their levees when this new dis­ 
aster caused fresh demoralization. 
It 
will interrupt the work of rebuilding the 
levee, and Capt. Kingman, in conse­ 
quence, takes a very gloomy view of it.

Oil o f Hlrch Cont* Money. 
Recently there was sent from Nor­ 
wich, Conn., to New York five two- 
gallon tin cans filled with oil of black 
birch, which was manufactured in 
Bozrah by John Miner. It is worth 
$80 a gallon, and tho five cans con­ 
tained 158 pounds of oil, valued at 
$800, or a little over $5 a pound. 
Black birch trees do not yield oil as 
tho maple trees run sap. There is 
work In getting the tender twigs, and 
labor in the process of extracting the 
oil. One ton of twigs yields just three 
pounds of oil, and it took nearly fifty- 
three tons of twigs to yield the ten gal­ 
lons. This oil is used in giving the 
wintergreen flavor to confections of all 
kinds.

Row They Were Discovered awd Given to 
Hie World, 
Rich and beautiful as these fabrics 
are, and widely as they are used, yet 
few people know that the discovery of 
silk is attributed to one 
of 
the 
wives of the 
Emperor of China, 
Hoang-ti, 
who reigned about two 
thousand years before the Christian 
era; and since that time a special spot 
has been alloted in gardens of the 
Chinese royal palace to the cultivation 
of the mulberry tree and to the keep­ 
ing of silkworms. Persian monks who 
came to Constantinople rovealed to tho 
Emperor Justinian the secret of the 
production of silk, and gave him some 
silkworms. 
From Greece the art 
passed into Italy at the end of the thir 
teenth century. 
When the Popes left Rome to settle 
at Avignon. France, they introduced 
into that country the secret which had 
been kept by the Italians, and Louis 
XJ. established atTours a manufactory 
of silk fabrics. 
Francis L founded the 
Lyons silk works, which to this day 
have kept the first rank. Henry II. of 
France wore at the wedding of his 
sister the first pair of silk hose ever 
made. The word “satin,” which in 
tho original was applied to all silk 
stuffs In general, has, since the last 
century, been used to designate only 
tissues which present a lustred sur­ 
face. 
The discovery of this particular 
brilliant stuff was accidental. Octavio 
Mai, a silk weaver, finding business 
very dull and not knowing what to in­ 
vent to give a new impulse to the 
trade, was one day pacing to and fro 
bofore his loom. 
Every time he passed 
the machine, with no definite object in 
view, he pulled little threads from the 
warp and put them in his mouth, 
which soon after he spat out. 
Later 
on he found the little ball of silk on 
tho floor of his workshop, and. at­ 
tracted by the brilliant appearance of 
the threads, he repeated the experi* 
ment, and by using certain mucilagi­ 
nous preparations succeeded in giving 
satin to the world.

believe in the principle of the Bennett 
law, we reoognizd that as it now.is it is 
crude aud imperfect, and we favor such 
amendment of the law as shell make i*s 
provisions clear, aud shall gust antae to 
every child sufficient education to qualify 
him to perform bis duties as a a oi'izen.” 
It was evident that the 
declaration 
sounded a little. 


TOO MUCH LIKE A STRADDLE 
to suit the conference, as it was not re­ 
ceived with aoytbiag like enthusiasm. 
Taylor, however, fellowed it up with an­ 
other speech, dwelling upon the neces­ 
sity of coming to some sort of an agree­ 
ment.

To­ 
day you never hear a ohild speak German 
in that ward, and so I think the law is 
unnecessary, as the problem of teaching 
the children English was working itself 
out.” 
Gerry W. Hazelton, of Milwaukee, 
followed and took a stand almost direct­ 
ly opposite to tho law. 
He expressed 
himself as believing in the compulsory 
education principle, but he did not.be­ 
lieve in any interference with the paro­ 
chial schools. 
“The question is,” he 
went on, “Does the ’law as it stands in­ 
terfere with parochial schools? For my­ 
self I believe it is unfair to say that the 
law does noteitner directly or indirectly 
interfere with the parochial schools.” 
At this point Governor Hoard inter­ 
rupted Mr. Hazelton to say that the law 
had 
NOTHING TO DO WITH PRIVATE SCHOOLS 
of any kind, but dealt directly with tbe 
parent and ohild. 
Mr. Hazelton did not take the inter­ 
ruption very kindly, and said he knew ell 
about that. He went on to say again 
that he believed in compulsory education, 
and was interrupted by Hod Taylor, who 
asked, “In what ?” 
“in the necessary branches,” he re­ 
plied. 
“But in what language?’ persisted 
Taylor. 
This brought out a hearty laugh that 
nearly shook the correspondents from 
their perches on tbe window-sills. 
Other speeches followed, not very 
much to the point, but all on tbe law 
When Mr. Taylor offered the resolutions 
he intended that they should be dis­ 
cussed. but iii the speeches thst followed 
the resolutions were apparently forgot 
ten. Fora time there was little order in 
tbe proceedings. 
Jnlias Weohselberg, 
of Milwaukee, and Edgar W. Coleman, 
of tbe Harold, spoke, the latter making 
a very dramatic address. 


AIMED AT T H I G0VEENOB. 
At times some lively little tilts were bad* 
but considering the nature of the gath­ 
ering remarkable good feeling was main­ 
tained. At midnight they were still at 
it, and the oorreapouents were doing 
their best likewise at the keyholes and 
windows.

Boon after 
the secret conference opened Senator 
Dyson, of Lacrosse, made a motion to 
admit tbe newspaper men, but it was 
not entertained. 
It is safe to say thst tbe sentiment of 
the 250 representatives is largely in favor 
of maintaining tbe law ss it is. The 
opposition is active, bot it can not pre­ 
vent tbe adoption of strongly favorable 
resolutions, if it is decided to adopt any 
resolutions at ell.

gro. Education is the channel through 
wbioh the raoe problem will bo sol>- 
ed. Mr* Jones spoke kindly of ell peo­ 
ple, but claimed that the negro was con­ 
tinually misrepresented by southern pec- 
p Ie and the southern press; t at as far ne 
illiteracy was concerned, tbe blacks were 
ahead of the whites all ever tho south 
now. The negro was studying and mak­ 
ing ceitain if slow progress. As to crime, 
the records show that only half of the 
convicted ct imioaIs are black, and that 
their moral character is dreadfully Iu d 
about. As a people they guard the vir­ 
tue of their women a9 jealously aa any 
other people. More education and more 
christian churches means improvement 
to them socially and financially. Tho 
negro is loyal to his 
country 
and 
trust, and with better education he will 
make the best of citizens. Toe whits 
people owe the negro sn education, it 
is their fanlt thst they were kept down, 
and it must not be expected that what 
was done in two hundred years to depose 
tbe blacks can be undone in a genera 
tion; it will take time and kindness and 
money to solve tbe race question. “Give 
the negro a ohanoc and ho will show his 
worthiness of citizenship.”

W hile we are progressing so 
rapidly in every way it would be sinful 
not to speak of this im portant question. 
Bull 
fighting produces naught 
but 
pleasure. 
It evidences no manhood 
and shows a degenerate organism . 
T he people of Mexico crown th eir bull 
fighters and yet don’t know the nam es 
of th eir greatest heroes. 
T he tim e has arrived when th e 
people of my land can enjoy them selves 
w ithout acting like savages. 
I not 
only talk like this in the United States, 
but in my own country I am continu­ 
ally scoring the people. 
They know 
my sentim ents. 
I argue th at their 
moral sense is perverted, 
and they 
need the law to bring them back in 
the proper path. 
W e expect to stop 
these brutal exhibitions by the Legisla­ 
ture and so far we are assured of con­ 
siderable support.

Mrs. Abby Sage Richardson, in her 
dramatization of M ark Tw ain’s charm ­ 
ing book, “ Tho Prince and the Pau­ 
per,” has adapted the title role expressly 
for Elsie Leslie.

phia, besides working on the Constitu­ 
tion, 
Rev. Henry W. Lyle, M. A., the first 
deaf-mute ever ordained to the ministry 
in this country, has just died in P hila­ 
delphia, where he was rector of All- 
Souls’ church. 
He was born in China, 
his father being a missionary, and com­ 
pleted his education 
at Yale, after 
studying for a while at Cambridge, Eng­ 
land, and two other European colleges. 
One of the survivors of the famous 
charge at Balaklava lives in Hartford,

Ho is Joseph Howe, an 
ornamental plasterer, and carries the 
m arks of tho battle on his face and 
neck, which were badly cut by pieces of 
shell.

Dr. Richardson, of London, adm its 
th at since he first gave w arning of the 
dangers 
of 
im m oderate 
cycling, 
changes have taken place in the con­ 
struction both of bicycles and tricycles 
which m aterially modify the old draw ­ 
backs. 
H e is still, however, of the 
opinion th a t cycling should never be 
practiced by boys and girls, since it 
differs from other exercises in the fact 
th at it molds the bodily framework, as 
it were, to its own mode of motion; 
and riders in course of tim e alm ost in­ 
variably acquire w hat he calls “tho 
cyclist's figure,” which is not graceful, 
and is not indicative of ihe possession 
of perfectly-balanced powers. In brief, 
this em inent sanitary authority is con­ 
vinced th at Mr. Punch’s picture of the 
deformed skeleton of the 
cyclist of 
the future, though overdrawn, was not 
altogether wide of th e m ark.
